ERHAPS the above state- 

ment may be disputed, but 

certainly not by anyone who 

was there. It has been the 
writer’s privilege and pleasure to at- 
tend many big stamp meetings, many 
conventions and many gatherings of 
stamp collectors in the past thirty 
years, but in all that time, nothing 
so big and so remarkable as_ the 
Twelfth Annual Open House of the 
Rubber City Stamp Club at Akron, 
Ohio, December 5 and 6, 1931.

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HISTORY OF THE PARCEL POST

A law passed August 24, 1912 and 
made effective Jan. 1, 1913 merely ex- 
tended the limit of weight and pro- 
vided rates for what is known as 
fourth-class matter. This matter has 
passed in the mails since the establish- 
ment of the Post Office Department. 
Prior to this act of congress the limit 
of weight was four pounds and the 
rates were one cent an ounce. Rec- 
ommendations had been made by va- 
rious postmaster generals for what is 
now known as the Parcel Post Service, 
one of the first was in 1890. Many 
bills had been introduced and proposed 
in Congress. In 1907 recommendation 
was made for the establishment of 
Parcel Post on the Rural Routes. That 
was really the beginning of the efforts 
to place the present law on the statute 
books. 

Before the establishment of the Par. 
cel Post, its opponents predicted that 
it would put the small town merchant 
out of business, quite the contrary 
has been true. It brought to the 
rural communities in a greater meas- 
ure than before the comforts and con- 
venience of modern life. It has also 
stimulated and increased business in 
general. Through the parcel post the 
farmer can send small farm produce, 
such as butter, eggs, honey, etc. to 
the city dweller. 

On Jan. 1, 1913 the weight limit was 
placed at 11 pounds. On March 15, 
1918 the weight limit was placed at 
70 pounds in the first three zones and 
50 pounds in the other zones. The 
Parcel Post Department of the Post 
Office has increased with such leaps 
and bounds that today it is operating 
the largest express business in the 
world. 

The United States is divided into 8 
postal zones. The rates for parcels 
weighing 8 ounces or less, regardless

On March 16, 1914, books weighing 
over 8 ounces were given parcel post 
rates, and on April 24, seeds, bulbs, 
cuttings, etc. weighing over 8 ounces 
were also given parcel zone rates. 
On August 1, 1931 the weight was in- 
“reased so that parcels of 70 pounds 
2ould be sent to any zone and parcels 
could be taken up to 100 inches in 
‘ength and girth. Any parcel measur- 
ing over 84 inches and up to 100 
inches, the minimum charge shall be 
the rate applicable to a 10 pound par- 
cel. 
On June 1, 1921 a unique venture 
was tried in the postal service in 
Omaha, Nebr. The postal service is 
delivering parcels for department 
stores. The stores were at first skep- 
tical and gave only part of their par- 
eels to the post office but now a num- 
ber of stores have disposed of their 
delivery trucks. 

In 1913 it was estimated that the 
revenue for parcel post was $20,038,- 
163, while in 1929 it was $142,178,482. 
The weight of parcels handled in 1913 
was 739,028,176 pounds and in 1929 
4,062,610,693 pounds.

PNEUMATIC TUBES 


Pneumatic tubes is a system of 
sending mails through tubes, either 
underground or above by means of 
air pressure. This method was first 
suggested in 1667 by an Englishman 
named Denis Papin. Improvements 
of his suggestion which was _ not 
commercially adopted until 1835 have 
led to the development of the various 
forms of pneumatic transportation 
devices that are being used today.

Practically a continuous 
flow of mail can be maintained be- 
tween the general postoffice and the 
stations maintaining the tube sys- 
tem. The pneumatic tubes are not 
owned by the government but are 
leased on a yearly rental system. 
Under the terms of the lease the 
company that own the tubes operate 
them. The government delivers the 
mail to the terminals to be trans- 
| ported. Upon arrival the mail is de- 
jlivered to the postal employees. 
| There are about 28 miles of double 
|tubes in New York, so that mail can 
| be dispatched both ways at the same 
time. They average about 5.000,000 
letters a year though not used to ca- 
pacity. Their advantage lies in free- 
dom from interruption from traffic. 
As the tubes lie below the street, 
ice, snow, sleet, which slow up motor 
traffic do not bother them. At dif- 
ferent times with motor equipment 
there have been robberies but with 
the tube system robbery is practically 
impossible.
